Democratic leadership put a "hold” Fri­ 
day on Richard G. Kleindiensts nomina­ 
tion to be attorney general and one of 
his harshest critics promised a full 
airing of charges of improper political 
influence in the Justice Department. 
The delay in Senate consideration of 
the disputed nomination was requested 
by one of the four Democratic members 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee who 
voted Thursday against Kleindienst’s 
approval. 
Sen. 
Robert C. Byrd, D-W, Va., said 
the “ hold” would be honored at least 
until Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield returns week after next from 
a /isit to China with GOP Leader Hugh 
Scott, 
and decides when the nomina­ 
tion will be taken up on the Senate floor. 
By Senate tradition. Byrd did not iden­ 
tify who mad«' th<* “ hold” request. But 
Sen. John V. Tunney, D*Calif„ one of 
the four dissenters, called a news con­ 
ference to announce he intended to 'ar­ 
range a “ full airing” of the c omm ttee’s 
two - month investigation. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
Finace Committee killed President Nix­ 
on’s welfare bill Friday and adopted 
one which would create jobs and require 
employable welfare recipients to go to 
work or lose all federal benefits for 
themselves or their families 
As many as 29 million adults and 
children — roughly one seventh of the 
U.S. population — would draw from the 
U.S. Treasury under the comnrttee’s 
multibillion dollar program. They 
would get welfare 
payments, 
“ work 
bonus” cash payments or wage sub­ 
sidies. 
Two Caoinet members, in the strong­ 
est terms, denounced the committee 
pr jgram as “ a $9 billion step back­ 
ward — backward into the leaf - raking 
schemes of the 1930s.” 
On behalf of the administration, La­ 
bor Secretary James D. Hodgson and 
Secretary Elliot L. Richardson of Health 
Education and Welfare vowed a fight on 
the Senate floor to revive Nixon's bet­ 
tered “ family assistance plan ” first 
proposed in 1969. 
But the White House was embarras­ 
sed when nc RepcbHctm on ♦he "'■mser- 
vative - dominated committee stepped 
forward to defend Nixon’s bill. Critics 
contended Nixon’s plan would give peo­ 
ple on welfare every incentive to avoid 
taking a job. 
Nonetheless, 
Richardson 
said 
a 
51-vote majority exists in the Senate to 
salvage Nixon’s most important domes 
tic program. 
But he could not name a 
Republican senator who would lead the 
battle on behalf of the President. 


Sen. Russell B. Long, D-I.a., commit­ 
tee chairman and author of the committee 
bill, conceded that up to 1.2 million wel­ 
fare recipients — mostly 
mothers 
— 
could be forced into su h “ make-work” 
jobs as cleaning streets or beautifying 
parks. He said “ make work” is better 
than paying people who refuse to work. 


Under Long's plan, a mother who found 
a job in the private economy would be 
paid >1.20 an hour plus a federal sub­ 
sidy of 42 cents. 
If site w«*re unable 
to find a private job, she would be given 
a state or local government job at only 
$1.20 an hour. This would be an incen­ 
tive to find a better - paying job, he 
s.lid. 


If the mother refused to take a job, 
Long said, federal welfare benefits 
would be denied both her and her chil­ 
dren but states could chose to continue 
aid from their own funds. Under Nix­ 
on’s bill, the family would be penalized 
only by the loss of the mo’her’s job and 
the payments would continue for the 
support o' the children. 
Richardson said the bill would “ de­ 
prive uee.lv children of assistance ”

The signs also state that 
clams should be cleaned and 
washed thoroughly before 
cooking, and all dark parts 
of 
the 
meat 
should 
be 
discarded 
"The 
source 
of 
the 
paralytic 
poison 
that 
contaminates mussels and 
to some extent clams is a 
microscopic 
organism of 
the 
ocean, 
a 
form 
of 
plankton,” Dr Nardo said 
"When these organisms are 
abundant, the sea turns a 
deep rust color, the so- 
called 
‘Red 
Tide’ 
that 
American Indians long ago 
associated 
with 
shellfish 
poisoning." 
Abalone and crabs do not 
feed on plankton and there 
is no danger ef poisoning 
from them.

It was 
the sixth game of the Mil 
waukee Los Angeles play-off 
series and now the Lakers 
had lost their lead and West, 
as the game ticked down to 
conclusion, had missed six, 
s e v e n, eight, 
nine, 
ten 
straight shots. 


Oh, no, not a g a i n , he 
seemed to he railing at his 
subconscious. Can’t blow an­ 
other chance at a champion­ 
ship. 
The Bucks scored and as 
the Lakers came downcourt, 
G a i l 
Goodrich dribbling, 
West patted the air with his 
palms. Calm, calm, he was 
gesturing. He would not al­ 
low obsession to sour into 
frustration to end in despera­ 
tion. 
Then, in the final six min­ 
utes of the g a m e, West 
scored 12 points to lead the 
Lakers to victory and into 
their ninth NBA champion­ 
ship series in 12 seasons.
